Tough to swallow 

Little-known company may be responsible for one of largest food recalls

From school lunches to nutrition bars and ice 
cream, the nationwide salmonella outbreak 
has reached deep into the American food 
supply— even though many people had never 
heard of the small company at the center of 
the investigation until a few weeks ago. 

The food manufacturer, Peanut 
Corporation of America, has just a few 
plants scattered across the South, but it may 
be responsible for one of the nation’s largest 
food recalls in history 

Federal investigators on Friday said the 
Lynchburg, Va., -based company knowingly 
shipped salmonella-laced products from its 
Blakely, Ga., plant after tests showed the 
products were contaminated. Federal law 
forbids producing or shipping foods under 
conditions that could make it harmful to 
consumers’ health. 

The company has denied any wrongdoing, 
but said it is investigating. 

Before the scandal. Peanut Corporation 
was a little-known but ambitious company 
that began in the 1970s as a family catering

operation. 

“We started this business working out of 
our house in Virginia with my mom doing all 
the accounting,” company President Stewart 
Parnell had been quoted on the company’s 
Web site. 

The peanut processing business grew over 
the years. The company bought a plant in 
Georgia in 2001, opened another in Texas 
four years later and also was running a plant 
in Virginia. 

Belying the ambition, there were problems. 
About nine months after Parnell bought the 
Georgia plant in 2001, potential insecticide 
contamination and dead insects were found 
near peanuts inspected by the Food and Drug 
Administration. 


More recently, state inspections in 2006 
and 2007 found some sanitary problems. After 
another inspection in October, state officials 
discovered only relatively minor violations. 

However, the most serious issue surfaced 
in inspection records released Friday by the 
Food and Drug Administration. The reports 
showed that in 2007 the company shipped 
chopped peanuts on July 18 and 24 after sal- 
monella was confirmed by private lab tests. 

A Peanut Corporation lawyer said the com- 
pany is investigating and had no comment on 
the latest FDA findings. The company previ- 
ously said it “categorically denies any allega- 
tions” that it sought lab results that would put 
its products in a favorable light. 

Parnell’s friends and business partners 
described him as a hardworking, soft-spoken 
man who had a good rapport with the dozens 
of contacts he made over the years. 

“He had a good reputation,” said Jeffrey 
Pope, a peanut farmer who has done business 
with Parnell’s Virginia plant. “People respect- 
ed him. He’s been in the industry for more 
than 30 years and he’s been a mainstay”

WASHINGTON On his first big test, 
Barack Obama made some rookie mis- 
takes and strategic missteps.

But lesson learned: It would 
have been better for him to send up his 
idea of a bill,” instead of having House 
Democratic leaders initiate the process, 
said Sen. Dianne Feinstein, (D- Calif). 

Still, Obama aides claimed they were 
satisfied with the results, given the 
enormity of the challenge. “In a mat- 
ter of weeks, we moved through both 
houses of Congress a very complex 
piece of legislation,” Obama senior 
adviser David Axelrod said Saturday in 
an interview. “I don’t know if there is a 
parallel in history” 

While Obama reached out energeti- 
cally to members of both parties, he 
didn’t win a single Republican vote in 
the House. In the Senate, Democrats 
late Friday reached a deal with a small 
band of GOP moderates that set the 
stage for expected approval within the 
next few days.

Pay TV providers paying price 


Porter McConnell gave up on pay TV last sum- 
mer after noticing that monthly rates kept 
creeping up. 

Now with no satellite or cable TV, she 
watches her trusty old TV set with an antenna 
or she goes online to catch her favorite pro- 
grams. Once in a while, she buys shows from 
Apple’s iTunes. McConnell also upped her sub- 
scription to Netflix’s movies-by-mail service so 
she gets two DVDs at a time instead of one, 
for $15 a month. 

“Part of it is. I’ve got to economize,” said the 
30 -year-old Washington, DC., resident. 

McConnell is the kind of consumer who 
makes cable and satellite TV operators lose sleep. 
While a weak economy invariably makes people 
pinch pennies, this is the first time that viewing 
shows online has become a viable competitor to 
pay TV, making cutting the cord easier. 

Cable operators are starting to notice. Glenn 



Britt, chief executive of Time Warner Cable, 
voiced his concern Wednesday in a discussion 
with analysts. 

“We are starting to see the beginning of cord 
cutting,” he said. 

It’s tough to pin down how many people 
actually have given up cable— most of the evi- 
dence remains anecdotal— and which custom- 
ers moved to a competitor. 


Still, Time Warner Cable, the nation’s sec- 
ond-largest cable operator, lost 119,000 basic 
video customers in the fourth quarter. 

This is not to say that the cable business is 
in trouble. It’s a mixed picture in this econo- 
my While there will be some people who will 
completely give up their pay TV service, many 
folks will keep the subscription but cut back 
instead on going out to the movies. They also 
might give up a movie channel or two and buy 
fewer pay-per-view shows. 

But pay TV providers are right to be alarmed. 
Not only has a flood of TV shows and movies 
become available online, but the video quality 
has gotten better. Netflix is expanding its ser- 
vice that lets subscribers stream movies and 
shows from the Internet at no additional cost. 
And more and more people have home broad- 
band— 57 percent of American adults, according 
to the Pew Internet and American Life Project.

□ HEALESVILLE, Australia The landscape 
was blackened as far as the eye could 
see by the deadliest wildfires in Australia’s 
history leaving a law officer to guard a 
checkpoint to a town that no longer exist- 
ed. 

“Marysville is no more,” Senior Constable 
Brian Cross said Sunday from the road 
leading to the smoldering remains of the 
town, where witnesses said up to 90 percent 
of the buildings were in ruins. He added it 
to the list of casualties from the fire, which 


killed at least 108 people. 

It was one of several towns in the 
country’s Victoria state left utterly 
devastated by the inferno, which destroyed 
700 homes. Some victims were burned in 
their homes, other died in their cars as 
they fled. Authorities warned the death 
toll was likely to rise. 

“Hell in all its fury has visited the good 
people of Victoria,” Prime Minister Kevin 
Rudd said. “It’s an appalling tragedy for 
the nation.” 


The skies rained ash and trees exploded 
in the fire, witnesses said, as temperatures 
of up 117 degrees combined with blasting 
winds to create furnace-like conditions. 

Mandy Darkin said she was working at 
a restaurant “like nothing was going on” 
until they were suddenly told to go home. 

“I looked outside the window and said: 
‘Whoa, we are out of here, this is going to be 
bad,’ ” Darkin said. “I could see it coming. I 
just remember the blackness and you could 
hear it, it sounded like a train.” 


I Al Qaeda 
suspects released 

Yemen released 170 men it had arrested on 
suspicion of having ties to Al Qaeda, security 
officials said Sunday, two weeks after the 
terror group announced that Yemen had 
become the base of its activities for the whole 
Arabian peninsula.

When Patrick Stickles named his band Titus 
Andronicus, he didn’t do it out of enduring 
respect for one of William Shakespeare’s plays. 
“Titus Andronicus” is widely regarded as one of 
the Bard’s lesser works, an orgy of betrayal, rape, 
cannibalism and gruesome death. 

“But among plays that double as good band 
names, it’s the best,” Stickles says. “I’ve been in 
about 17 or 18 bands, but when I finally got in a 
band that was a little more than a lark, I knew 
what I had to call it.” Stickles, 23, formed Titus 
Andronicus with a couple of boyhood friends 
while attending Ramapo College in his native 
New Jersey The band has expanded to as many 
as II members for a single show, but the lineup 
lately has settled down as a quintet, with three 
guitars undergirding Stickles’ vocals. Though not 
quite as over the top as the play after which he 
named his band. Stickles’ songs aren’t shy about 
broadcasting their discontent. 

Most of the lyrics are directed inward, with 
Stickles working through his disappointments 
with what sounds like heartsick desperation and 
the blackest of self-deprecating humor.

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Jennifer Hudson wins first 
Grammy; Chris Brown, Rihanna 
mysteriousiy absent

LOS ANGELES A tearful Jennifer Hudson won 
her first Grammy, thanking her family “in 
heaven and those who are with me today” to 
kick off an evening already stoked with drama 
on Sunday Police said they were investigating 
double nominee Chris Brown for an alleged 
assault on an unidentified woman. 

At the same moment that the show was 
going on, Brown was talking with detectives 
about an alleged felony assault on an uniden- 
tified woman the night before. Police records 
showed he was being held on $50,000 bail. 

Brown and longtime girlfriend Rihanna, 
also nominated, were both slated to perform 
in different slots of the show, but separately 
dropped out at the last minute. The victim of 
Brown’s alleged assault wasn’t identified, and 
it wasn’t immediately clear whether Rihanna’s 
absence was related to Brown’s. 

Hudson, 27, made no direct reference on 
Sunday to the October killings of her mother, 
brother and nephew in Chicago that kept her 
in seclusion until just this month. But while 
fighting back tears, she made it clear that her 
family was foremost on her mind. 

“I first would like to thank God who has 
brought me through,” said Hudson, also an 


Oscar winner, as she accepted her award from 
Whitney Houston. 

“I’m just in awe,” she said. 

Hudson later performed “Tbu Pulled Me 
Through,” a dramatic song about overcom- 
ing deep despair, with the lyrics: “When I 
was drowning, when I was so confused, you, 
you pulled me through.” As she sang the last 
note, she looked directly into the camera and 
dissolved into tears once again. 

The Grammy telecast was filled with eye- 
popping and eyebrow-raising performances, 
from Radiohead’s collaboration with a college 
marching band to a televised black-and-white 
throwback performance fromJay-Z,T.I., Lil 
Wayne, Kanye West and a very pregnant 
M.I.A. 

The other big stars of the night were Robert 
Plant and Alison Krauss, whose unorthodox 
musical partnership yielded rich rewards as 
the pair won a leading four Grammys, includ- 
ing record of the year for the haunting “Please 
Read The Letter.” 

Krauss and Plant accepted their awards for 
their emotion-rich CD, “Raising Sand.” The 
pairing of the former Led Zeppelin rocker 
and Krauss, a bluegrass queen, may have 
seemed downright weird on paper, but the

Plant said “Please Read The Letter” was 
“an old song that me and Jimmy Page wrote 
together post-Led Zeppelin, and it’s been 
given that Nashville touch, and it feels pretty 
good.”

Shannon Kaye, 
host of the DI Y Network’s “Fresh Coat,” recommends 
fighting the winter blues by spreading some color— or 
maybe a fresh coat of white paint— on those walls. 

Paint offers the biggest 
decorating bang for the buck, “and it can change your 
entire room.”

Know your space 

Ask yourself why you want to 
make a change.

Trends

“People are buying more 
colorful and bright pieces,” Kaye 
says. 

If you already have a lot of 
color in your room, Kaye says, 
then you may consider doing 
something that has in the past 
been considered a boring and 
unimaginative choice: Go white. 

White walls are fresh and bright, 
Kaye says, and can complement 
your colorful furnishings by not 
competing with them. 

Consider your mood 

Kaye recommends spending some 
time in the room you’re going to 
paint and think about how you 


want to feel when you’re there. 

Then think about how color 
affects the plan for the room. 

Finding inspiration 

If you want to give your room a 
paint makeover but are unsure 
of what color to use, Kaye 
suggests taking a clue from your 
furnishings. “I like to take a piece in 
the room as the inspiration color,” 
she says. “A favorite pillow, art 
work, curtains.” 

Take it to the paint store or grab 
some paint strips and bring them 
home. Hold them up to the item 
and see how the color works. 

Coiortest 

Kaye recommends picking two 
to four colors that you like and 
then pick up some relatively 
inexpensive sample-size paints. 

Paint patches on each wall of the 
room. Live with it for a few days, 
looking at it from different angles, 
at different times of the day and 
in different light. See how it works 
with your furnishings and how it 
looks from other rooms.
